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GENERAL OUTLOOK FOR THE FORECAST PERIOD 


e Super Typhoon “HINNAMNOR’ will move generally westward until tomorrow (31 August) morning over the sea south 
of Japan. From tomorrow morning through Friday, the super typhoon is forecast to track generally west- 
southwestward over the sea southeast of the Ryukyu Islands while decelerating. On the track forecast, 
“HINNAMNOR’ may enter the PAR region tomorrow evening or Thursday (1 September) early morning. Once inside 
the PAR, the domestic name “HENRY” will be assigned to this tropical cyclone. Further deceleration is forecast to 
occur over the northern Philippine Sea. By late Thursday through Friday (2 September) “HINNAMNOR’ may become 
almost stationary. 

e = “HINNAMNOR?” may reach a peak intensity of 205 km/h within 24 hours before gradually weakening as it enters its 
quasi-stationary phase. This tropical cyclone may be downgraded to typhoon category by Friday. 

e The extent of tropical cyclone winds of “HINNAMNOR’” may continue to expand in the coming days as it moves 
towards the northern Philippine Sea. As such, the possibility of hoisting a Tropical Cyclone Wind Signal over Extreme 
Northern Luzon during the occurrence of this tropical cyclone within the PAR region is not ruled out. 

e —_ Light to moderate with at times heavy rains associated with the outermost rainbands of the super typhoon may affect 
Extreme Northern Luzon beginning on late Thursday or Friday. Furthermore, this tropical cyclone may enhance the 
Southwest Monsoon and bring monsoon rains over the western section of Luzon beginning on Friday. 

e This tropical cyclone may bring rough seas over the northern and eastern seaboard of Luzon beginning late Thursday 
(1 September) or early Friday. Such condition may be risky for those using small seacrafts. Mariners are advised to 
continue monitoring for updates. 


Considering these developments, the public and disaster risk reduction and management offices concerned are advised to 
continue monitoring for updates related to this tropical cyclone. 


Unless an intermediate advisory or initial tropical cyclone bulletin is released, the next tropical cyclone advisory will be 
issued at 11:00 AM tomorrow. 
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
